SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF MBE. CHILDs. 


His Broad and Generous Philanthrepy=— 
~ Career Full of Honor, 

George William Childs was born in Balti- 
more, Md., May 12, 1829. ‘He was educated 
at private schools in his native city and at the 
age of 13 years entered the United States 
navy. After remaining in the service fifteen 
months.he quit it and went to Phitadelphia, 
where he obtained employment in a book- 
store as shop boy. He was industrious: and 
economical and in four yeafs had saved up a 
few hundred dollars, enough to open a small 
store of hisown. At the age of 21 he was the 
head of the publishing tirm of Childs & 
Peterson. He was successful as a publisher 
and the firm brought out a number of excel- 
lent works. In 1863 he retired from the firm 
and Dec. 3, 1864, he becaine the proprietor 
of the Philadelphia Public Ledaer. paying for 
it $150,000. It was then losing heavily and 
its circulation Was small. This was aue to 
the fact that its publishers were also publish- 
ing the Baltimore Sun and were Southern 
sympathizers. The Sun was conducted as a 


‘Southern paper and the Ledger as a Northern 
.paper. This double dealing proved disastrous 


and the owners were forced to sell. 


His Wonderful Benevolence. 

In one year Mr. Childs cleared the price of 
the property. He was best known through 
his conduct of this paper and by his wonder- 
ful benevolence. Mr. Childs was of that rare 
type that prosperity improves instead of in- 
jurés. He apparently conducted business 
upon principles the opposite to those which 
govern the ordinary transactions of life. 


From the first he had been generous, always” 


ready to extend a helping band to those about 
him and never sought to triumph at the ex- 
pense of his individual associates. He pros- 
pered so rapidly that in twenty yeats after he 
purchased the Ledger he had. accumulated a 
fortune of $5,000,000 and enjoyed an annua! 
income of $400,000 from the paper alone. Of 
this income a large proportion was given away 
each year in charity. "Many stories are told 
of his. liberality and benevolence. He was 
known as “ the two brothers Cheeryble rolled 
in one.”’ : 

The holiday season was the most delightful 
portion of the year to him, for it was then he 
had the greatest opportunity for giving. 
His .employés always received a Christ- 
mas gift of from $10 to $500 in 
their pay envelopes Christmas week. A 
story is told of* an assistant editor 
who had only worked on the Ledger for 
six weeks who found a new $500 bill in his 
envelope Christmas week, He went to the

‘You area member of our family,’ said 

r. Childs, “‘ and the time you have been with 
us does not make any dilference. Just you 
take that bill and get out on Chestnut street 
and buy some Christmas presents with it as 
quick as you know how.” 

Secrets of His Success. 

Mr. Childs attributed his success to the fact 
that he always attenfled to his own business 
and never interfered with others. He had two 
proverbs which were the guiding rules of his 
conduct. One was, ‘**Do your best; let go 
the rest.”’ , The ottfer was, ** What can’t be 
cured must be endured.” Another secret of his 
success was the care he gave his men. Those 
who worked honestly and faithfully for him 
always received more than their stipulated 
salaries. He always gave them every encour- 
agement to make them successful, He watched 
their personal Kabits. If they were not in- 
clined to save’ he tempted them to become 
economical “by making, good investments 
for them,:so that they were obliged to save in 
order to carry on the investment. Asa rule 
all of the employés of the Ledger who have 
families live in houses of their own bought 
and paid for by Mr. Childsawho in return has 


} only received back the principal advanced. 


He insured the lives of all the principal men 
of his paper, and paid the premiums himeeif. 
Some of the leading men in his office have 
such insurance upon their lives to the amount 
ot $25,000. This kind proprietor watthed 
much more carefully after the interests 
of those under him than the average 
man looks after himself. He paid them all 
good wages; he lodged them in the most lux- 
urious of quarters; he never made an over- 
demand upon their attention; he insured 
their lives for their families; he bought them 
homes and established them, and when they 
were broken down with the steady grind of 
their daily work he sent them off for a vaca- 
tion with their families and paid the ex- 


penses of these families as well as their own. ' 


When they became old and broken down in 
his service he retired them upon full pay. 
Strict Civil Service Rules. 

Mr. Childs never took any one upon his 
newspaper from any other office. He made 
a rule to train up men who were afterwards 
to work upon his paper. The only new people 
that he took into his office were young boys. 


These generally began life with him in the., 


counting-room. From that they were gradu- 
ated into the various departments of 
the paper, and when adapted to. it 
were madé reporters. There was a strict civil 
service in the office. Each man stood upon 
his merits. Mr. Childs was a diligent reader 
of all the newspapers and a very close reader 
of the Ledger. Whenever he found anything 
in it which specially pleased him on account 
of the way the work was done he 
looked up the writer, and as a 
thing marked up his salary. 
It was very rare that any one in the employ- 
ment of Mr. Childs sought to leave him. In 
the few instances where this has been done it 
has been for the purpose of going into busi- 
ness for themselves. In each case Mr. Childs 
mivanced the outgoing member of his Ledger 
family capital, and did everything in his way 
to contribute to his success. - 

The story paper the Saturday Night, which 
has jade its proprietors millionaires, was ©s- 
tablished through the suggestion and liber- 
ality of Mr. Childs. Its two proprietors were 
the Washington correspondents of the Public 
Ledger. The had been in the habit of 
printing a story in its weekly issue, and on

Fire Chief Swenie received a telegram from 
Desplaines, Ill., at 11 o’¢lock last night say- 
ing the town wus burning and asking that aid 
be sent at once. The Chief quickly decided 
that even if, as the dispatch said, the entire 
town was burning one engine would be as 
good as half « dozen, Engine No. 17, 
housed on West Lake street, was called up 
and ordered to go to the) fire. Engine com- 
puny No. 17, known as the Tigers, is one of 
the crack Chicago fire caoinpanies, and, if any 
one could save the town, the Tigers could 


. do it. 


The Northwestern railroad was ordered to 
make upia train to take the company to the 
fire. The road had a flat-car alongside the 
freight platform at Erie street, and the com- 
pany was ordered there to loud its apparatus. 
The engine and its. hosecart, with a supply 
wagon loaded with extra hose, set out. Be- 
sides the regular members of the company 


there were six extra men drawn from other 


companies. 


No Help Needed After All, 

The | engine and the hose cart were quickly 
loaded and the extra hose piled on. Then 
began a journey through tlie freight yards 
that is only equaled by the travels of the 
Wandering Jew. First the car was pulled up 
to Chicago avenue, then it was shunted down 
to Indiana street. Hefe another engine was 
hitched on and a search begun for a caboose. 
In the end it was decided to take a refrigerator 
car, whose only resemblance to a caboose was 
that of a length of rusty stove-pipe’ stuck up 
through the roof. To get next to this car re- 
quired as much engineering and calculation 
as to settle the income tax bill. After much 
backing, pulling ahead, and throwing 
of switches the ‘car was coupled 
on and the passengers ordered inside. 
But before the change could be made a man 
with a lantern and a loud voice was heard 
several Bipcks to the west shouting to the 
train men to wait. He had orders to hold the 
train. Desplaines had concluded that it could 
handle the fire without aid from the tigers. 

The fire which caused the members of En- 
gine Company No. 17 all this unnecessary 
work was discovered at 10 o’clock in the vill- 
age barber shop. Some one evidently had 
started a fire under the shop floor for the pur- 
pose of seeing the village fire department get 
to work. The miscreant knew the town 
pump was frozen solid,and thatthe only 
place where hot water could be secured 
at that late hour of the night was the copper 
tank on top of Barber Forschler’s base-burn- 
er. By starting the fire in the barber-shop he 
upset all preconceived plans to fight fire, A 
desperate attempt was made to work the 
pump, but the force used broke the handle off 
short. It was then Chief Swenie was asked 
for aid. \

He Meets His Fate in the Star Hotel=Three 
People Rescued. 
One man lost his life last evening in a fire 


which partially destroyed the Star Hotél, .

Druin, WruLraAM, hostler, 42 years old; worked 
until afew days ago at C. C. Neilson’s livery 
barn, No. 3135 South Park ayenne, Suffocated 
and burned. * 

The fire ig supposed to have originated from 
the careless) handling of a kerosene lamp by 
Dill. The building is a three-story frame 
affair, the upper two stories being occupied 
by Joseph Robreent. The first floor is a 
saloon, occupied. by D. M. QO’Connor, who 
owns the building. jar 

At 6 o’clock yesterday evening Dill entered 
the saloon, it is said considerably under the 
influence of liquor. After takimg several 
drinks he asked the colored porter, Thomas 
Stanley, to take him to a room where he 
could sleep and brace up. The porter took 
the stranger up-stairs into the hotel office ana 
The man/| being too drunk 
to register was assigned to Room No, 20 and 
no one asked his name. 

There were few people in the house and no 
one noticed the start and progress of the fire 
until it had gained considerable headway and 
smoke was issumg from the windows. Th 
cry of “ Fire!’ was raised by people on t 
street and an alarm was sent in. By th 
time the whole interior of the house wa 
aflame. There were in the house at the time 
Mrs. Robrecht and C. Fredrick and wife, 
besides the stranger in Room No. 20. Mr. 
Fredrick and wife occupied Room No. 18, 
adjoining. No. 20. They did not notice the 
fire until it had gained such headway that 
their escane was almost cut off. Mrs. 
Robrecht, who was in the rear of the third 
floor, did not discover the fité until her room 
had filled with smoke. The one sstair- 
way which -led up to the burnmg 
floor was soon a mass of flames. The cries of 
the occupants of the third floor could plainly 
be heard on tne street. 

Officer Fitzgerald of the Stanton Avenue 

Station, who was a block away at the time, 

hastened to the burning: building. Forcing 

his way through the flames that surrounded 
the stairway he reached the upper floor and 


assisted Mrs. Robrecht, Mr. Fredrick, and 


rs. Fredrick toa front room, from which 
they were taken down by the firemen, who by 
that time had arrived. 

None of those who were present at that 
time knew Dill was in the house and no search 
of the rooms was made for fifteen minutes 
afterward, when Officer Fitzgerald and Fire. 
man Breen of truck No. 11 made a search of 
the house. When ‘they attempted to open 
room No. 20 something heavy lay against the 
door and they were obliged to-break the door 
in. Insidé was found Dill suffocated and par- 
tially burned and a broken lamp on the floor 
He probably had been aroused 
by the flames and attempted to escape, but in 
his maudlin condition was unable to do so. 
The body was taken in the patrol wagon to 
Sigmund’s morgue; No. 73 Fifth avenue, 
For some time after the body was taken out 
itremained unidentified. No one seemed to 
know the man, and it was thought identifica- 
tion would be impossible. C.C. Nielson, a 
livery stable keeper at No. 3135 Southport 
avenue, finally identified the body. 

Jan. 1 Dill and John Logers went to Niel- 
son’s livery stable and applied for work. 
They were hostlersand were given employ- 
ment by Mr. Nielson. Thursday night 
Logers and Dill started out on a spree, ‘which 
ended in the two men being discharged -from 
their position at the livery stable. Subse 
quently they quarreled and separated. Mr. 
Nielson deseribes Dill as about 4°) years old, 
wearing black clothes.

GRAND JURY AFTER RAILROAD MEN, 


Alleged Violations of the Inter-State Com- 
merce Law the Cause. 


The Federal grand jury will inquire Wednes- 
day into alleged violations of the inter-State 
commerce law, At the instance of A. E. Saf- 
ford, attorney for the commission, subpcnas 
were issued yesterday afternoon for six Chi- 
cago railroad officials for appearance*before 
the jury. They were served by Deputy United 
States Marshal Allen. Four of the men sum- 
moned are officers of the Central Traffic 
Association, one of them being G. R. Blanch- 
ard, the Central Traffic Commissioner. 
The other traffic men summoned 
are C, H. ‘McKnight, Secretary of 
the association; H. C. Smith, chief 
clerk of the freight d¢epartment; and 
Paul P. Rainer, Superintendent of the Freight 
Inspection and Weighing Bureap. George B. 
Reeve, Traffic Manager of the /“Grand Trunk 
railway, and Arthur J. Cogper, local -treight 
agent of the Lackawanna, were also sub. 
poenaed, All were ordered to appear for ex- 
amination Wednesday morning. Other sub- 
poenas will be served before the jury is sworn 
in Tuesday morning. Attorney Safford de- 
clined to give any information concerning 
them. From another Federal official it was 
learned that the witnesses are to be ques- 
tioned regarding the cutting in Eastern 
froight rates, and that their testimony will 
supplement what is expected to be’* learned 
from President Newell of the Lake Shore and 
President-Roberts of the Pennsylvania.

TO FORM A POOL ON ALL OCEAN TRAVEL. 


The Gulf Between Continental Lines and 
British Companies to Be Bridged, 

New York, Fed. 2.—[Special.]|—An im- 
portant conference of all the transatlantic 
steamship companies is being held in London 
that is expected to effect a revolution in the 
second cabin and - steerage passenger travel 
between Europe and the United States, 
and will likely have an important 
bearing upon first-class rates also. 
The meeting began Thursday, and had 
brought together the largest representation of 
steamship lines that has-ever been held. It 
was hastened fy the existing war of rates on 
Scandinavian travel, which broke out about 
a week ago, and threatened to extend to 
second and perhaps first-class travel as well, 
and the purpose is to establish a lasting alli- 
ance; in which the interests of all alike 
be gpnserved.

SENATORS TALK OF THE BOND ISSUE, 


>. Mr, Vilas Makes a Speech in Support of 


the Carlislean Position. 
 Wasurncron, D. C., Feb. 2.—A joint reso- 
lution authorizing the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to procure suitable cases for the bronze 
medals awarded exhibiters at the World’s 
Columbian Exposition was reported today in 
the Senate and passed. 

Mr. Quay (Rep., Pa.) gave notice of at 
amendment to the House tariff bill, consist- 
ing of several sections. One permits silver 
bullion to be deposited and coined: for the 
benefit of owners, another provides for 
the purchase of 145,000 ounces of fine gold 
every month and the issue of Treasury notes 
in payment therefor, anda third repeals all 
acts authorizing the issuing of bonds. 

The resolution of inquiry offered yesterday 
by .Mr. Peffer (Pop., Kas.) requirmg the 
names of firms making offers for bonds and of 
those to which bonds are issued, etc., was laid 
before the Senate and Mr. Sherman ( Rep., QO.) 
moved to strike out the words requiring 
names to be given, saying that the publica- 
tion would be contrary to precedent and 
might be very injurious to the public credit. 

_Mr. Allen argued in support of the resolu- 


jon. 

Mr. Platt (Rep.. Conn.) said that he could 
not not understand why there should be such 
a burning and consuming desire to know the 
names oi men who have been offering to 
lend the money to the government at 3 per 
cent. It seemed to be the idea of some Sena- 
tots that it was alnfost criminal to lend money 
to the government at a low rate of interest at 
a time when the ppemement needed money 
and needed it badly. ‘ 

Mr. Allen—What is the necessity for the 
government borrowing money now? Is not 
Congress provided with ample power to pro- 
vide wnnoney for the immediate uses of the gov- 
ernment? 

** That is another question.’ said Mr. Platt, 
‘That has been discussed for the last two 
days and I do not desiré to go into it. I my- 
self wish that Congress would act and give 
the Secretary specific power to provide for 
the current expenses of the government. I 
coincide very much in the opinion that the 
Secretary of the Treasury has not the power 
to borrow money for current expenses. . The 
party in power ought to have brought for- 
ward a inéasure enabling the government to 
borrow the money required for current ex- 
penses. 


Mr. Stewart (Rep., Nev.) suggested that if.

with the domestic affairs of foreign countries, 
The Democrats have dreaded this discussion, 
but t saw no way to avoid it. The admin- 
istration will “keep tab” on them and those 
who fail to come to time will get no post- 
offices. 

Threats and cajoleries are alike depended 
on to secure the passage of the resolutions by 
a party vote, yet if they are passed ate all it 
will be by much less than the regular Demo- 
crati¢ majority. Holman has a substitute 
which declares in-favor of a protectorate for 
Hawaii, and all sorts of influences are at work 
to get him’to toneit down. The coldness 
with which the apology for the administration 
policy was received this afternoon shows that 
no amount of special pleading can change the 
verdict of the country in favor of the provis- 
ional government.

This remonstrance may be based on 
any of the following grounds: A violation of 
any of the provisions of the act within one 
year preceding; that the applicant is not ‘of 
respectable character, or that he is not a resi- 
dentof the State. If no remonstrance is 
filed. or if upon the hearing, the allegations 
of the remonstrance are not established it 


becomes the duty of the court to order the 


license to be granted. The fee for a license 
is not less than $500 per annum, with any 
additional sum that may be determined by 
the municipality or county in which the busi- 
ness is to be conducted, provided that the total 
license fee does not exceed $1,000. The whole 
of the license fee must be paid into the 
County Treasury, and where the business is to 
be conducted within the limits of an incor- 
porated city or town all except $200 mustebe 
paid by the County Treasurer to the City or 
Town Treasurer. The license fee may be 
paid at the option of the license holder in 
quarterly installments, payable in advance at 
the beginning of each quarter, all of the li- 
ecense fees not paid out to Cityor Town 
Treasurers to go into the general county 
fund. Before a license can be issued the ap- 
plicant must file a bond in the sum of $2,000 
with two good freeholders as _ sureties. 
Licenses are not transferable, and a failure 
to pay the quarterly installments on time 
makes the license void. Any license can: be 
revoked upon proof that the licensee has been 
convicted of a second violation of the law. 
There are the usual penalties for selling liq- 
uor to minors, intoxicated persons, habitual 
drunkards, or insane persons, Minors who 
for the purpose of obtaining liquur falsely 
represent their age are made subject to fine 
and imprisonment. There is also a penalty 
for pharmacists who may sell liquor as a bev- 


erage,

‘** We find, however, that we had to contend 
not only with surface roads in Chicago, but 
also with the Cicero and Proviso electric road 
which rung from the erfd of the Madison 
street cable road to Oak Park. The latter has 
joined in the ‘contest against us, because, as 
we believe, it is now owned by parties operat- 
ing- the West Chicago street railway. We 
have for several weeks been carrying on nego- 
tiations with the Cicero and Proviso people in 
which we offered to place their wires on our 
own structure and pay all expenses for so do- 
ing, and offered to accommodate them in 
every way. It is true they havea live wire in 
the middle of the street and that it is danger- 
ous. If our men at their work were to come 
in contact with it they would be killed. We 
of course have been anxious to protect the 
lives of our men and to aid the contractors in 
the progress of the work. We have been led 
to believe in the last few weeks the negotia- 
tions would terminate favorably and satis. 
factory arrangements made to continue the 
work of construction. 


The Point at Issue, 


**The point of contention seems to be that 
our structure is fourteen feet in height, while 
the wires of the Cicero and Proviso road are 
strung at a height of seventeen feet. We ex- 
pressed a willingness to place our structure 
above seventeen feet if it should seem best to 
do so in the interests of our workmen and 
those whose lives would be endangered by the 
wire. The Stony Island avenue trolley wire is 
only fourteen feet above the road and in some 
cases it is less, In numerous other cities the 
trolley wire is only twelve feet above the sur- 
face.

Dispensary Troubles Result in the Wound. 
ing of a Man- Killer. 

Cotumsia, S. C., Feb. 2.—[Special.]—The 
liquor dispensary troubles have extended to 
the State capital. There was a street duel 
today between W. B. Meetze, who 
killed Trial Justice Clarke several 
years ago, and who openly defied

ELECTRIC ROAD FOR INDIANA AVENUE. 


Proposition of the City Company and Pro- 
moter Wright for « Conduit Line. 

An important move toward securmg an 
electric conduit line on Indiana avenue was 
made lastevening. Alarge number of the 
property-owners interested held a meeting in 
the banquet hall of the Lakota Hotel, 
at which A. W, Wrignt, the promoter of the 
scheme, was present and explained what he 
proposed todo as the representative of the 
electric firm, Siemens & Halse. In order to 
introduce their conduit system this firm pro- 
poses to place it in operation on Indiana ave- 
nue at a cost to the Chicago City Railway 
company of $37,500 a mile. This 
figure, Mr. Wright says, does not 
leave any. profit for the company. Mr. 
Wright told the gentlemen of a recent visit 
that he had made to Buda Pesth, where this 
system is in use exclusively, and of its suc- 
cessful working in that place. It is under- 
stood that any movement toward securing 
this system for Indiana avenue will have to be 
made by the property-owners on that street. 
The Chicago City railway is said to be 
well enough satisfied with its present horse 
car system and the best proposition that can 
be placed before the property-owners is that 
if they themselves will secure, consent from 


those parties who own the frontage to a’ 


change of system if the company will 
put it in at actual cost the Chicago 
City railway company will agree to the 
innovation, A committee of five was a 
petaned com of N. W. Powell, F. W.

It Will Be a Private Institution and Will 
Be Opened March 1, : 
Englewood is to have a hospital located at 
Sixtieth street and Princeton avenue, with ac- 
commodations for 125 patients. It will be 
opened March 1. _ It is to be conducted as a 


private concern by a stock company. The 


capital stock is $30,000. The incorporators, 
all Englewood residents, are: Jose 
R. Berry, Dr. H. KE. Whitford, Dr, 
M. W. Bacon, the Rev. Albert L. Smalley, 
Dr. E. E. Holman, Robert S, Iles, J. E. Arm. 
strong, and C, A. Warren. 

“The project grew out of the need of 
Englewood for such an institution,” said C. 
A. Warren. “The nearest hospital is the 
Temperance at Cottage Grove avenue and 
Thirty-third street. Its extra accom moda- 
tions are small. The next nearest are the pri 
vate hospitals, St. Luke’s and Michael Reese. 
The nearest public institution is the County

INDIAN OUTBREAK ‘NEAR TUCSON, ARI, 


Two Parties After the Redskins and Help 
Asked from Fort Grant, 

Trcson, Ari.. Feb. 2.—News reached here 
last night from Mammoth, sixty miles north- 
west, that the Indians are on the warpath. 
Wednesday afternoon Hualpia Clark, a pros- 
pector. while at work in the Bunker Hill dis- 
trict was attacked by four Indians. Clark is 
an old Indian scout and knows the country 
and Indians as well as they know themselves, 
He easily cvaded his assailants and at once 
started for Mammoth, twelve miles away, for 
reinforcements. Coming in he found the 
camp of William Emerson, another pros- 
pector, looted clean of valuables and food. 
Kmerson was not found and Clark believes 
him killed. Clark got to Mainmoth Wednes- 
day night at 11 o'clock. He aroused the 
calrp and was soon, at the head of a party 
bent on capturing ‘the Indians. 
morning at 7 o'clock a second party followed 
them. About twenty men are now on the 
trail of the Indians and a capture is expected. 

Clark is of the opinion that the party is 
either tii Kid and his gang or a general out- 
break of Apaches from the reservation. 
Word was at once telegraphed by Marshal 
Meade to Fort Grant, with request that troops 
be sent there. The request doubtless will be 
complied with.

The likeness is 
considered an exceilent one by ex-President 
Harrison dnd Mrs. McKee, who have watched 
the progress of the portrait with interest.

NOT ALL ARECORRUPT 


ME, LOESOH EXPLAINS HIS STATE- 
MENT ABOUT ALDERMEN, 


Pennsylvania ~Company’s Attorney Has 
Nothing to Ketract from His Assertion 
at the Sunset Club Meeting That Some 

. Councilmen Bleed Corporations, but 

Says It Does Not Apply to AlleBelieves 
the Council Should Not Control Fran- 
chisesHeld for Death at a Crossing. 

Frank J. Loesch, an attorney of the Penn- 
sylvania railroad company in Chicago, said 
to the members of the Sunset club at their 
meeting Thursday night: : 

‘The ordinances introduced in the City 
Council affecting railroads are almost without 
exception boodling measures intended to ex- 
tort money from the corporations against 


. Which they are directed,” 


There have been times.before when the in- 
tegrity of Aldermen has been attacked, But. 
few will recall when in a publidgathering, 
such as the meeting of the Sunset club, there 
was so blunta statement to the effect that 
franchises of a valuable character were se. 
cured through ‘ boodling’’ methods. Mr. 
Loesch is not only the reai estate counsel for 
the Pennsylvania company. He is a citizen 
of Chicago and as such has an interest in the 
welfare of the city as well as in the promotion 
of the business of the railroad. What he said 
to the Sunset club was prompted by Ald. 
O’Neill’s remarks upon railroads entering 
Chicago. Mr. Loesch has had dealings for a 
long time with the Council and he does not 

‘pretend to say that all its members 
are corrupt. He only wishes to speak 
as a citizen when. he -says the real 
welfare of the city suffers by reason of the 
corrupt men who secure election to the 
Council. He thinks it is time for citizens to 
syeak out openly in regard to the method 
which is adopted by the Council in granting 
franchises. . 

“*T have nothing to retract from what I said 
about the Aldermen with reference to boodle 
measures,’ said Mr. Loesch yesterday. ** That 
statement stands, and if any exception is 
taken to it by analderman who feels pinched, 
he can resort to the courts. I do not wish to 
be understood as saying that all the members 
of the City Council are corrupt. That would 
be foolish. But there are members, as every- 
one knows, who are able to block legislation 


if not sufficiently bribed. 


Time for People to Speak. 

“TI feel somewhat strongly on this question. 
I think the time is coming when the people 
will speak out.. There are a great many men 
who know the situation, but they will say 
nothing. They do not speak because they 
may not see any immediate good to result 
from it or because it might endanger plans 
they are endeavoring to carry out. It so hap- 
pened at the Sunset club that an opportunity 
was offered for a plain statement. When I 
wentto the meeting I did not intend to say 
anything, but after some wild talk which was 
indulged in about the railroads I could not 
do anything more than to make the remon- 
strance | did. I think nearly overy one 
knows what I said to be true. 

‘**I did not mean to hit Ald. O'Neil. I have 
known John along time. He was far from 
right in saying 400 people had been killed at= 
pace crossings in 1893. The statisties.he 

ad.at hand were.from- the “oroner, and ap- 
plied to the whole of Cook County. The 
number of deaths included those by collision 
and all other means incidént to railway cas- 
ualties, I think it is right that railways 
should be treated fairly. They constitute a 
great interest in Chicago, and in order to deal 
with them it is not necessary to pursue a 
rabid policy. This city has grown rapidly 
and the problem of elevating the tracks is 
one which necessarily deserves careful consid- 
1 think it will be found that a 
majority of the railroads wish todo what is 
I do not desire to set up the Pennsyl- 
vania company asany model, but it has of- 
fered to elevate its tracks on a pian which 
would mean an expenditure of $14 by the 
Yailroad company to $1 by the city. In 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts they elevate 
tracks on a plan which assesses the city and 
State alarge proportion of the expense of 
elevation. . 

Life Worth More than $5,000, 


* An allusion was made to the fact that rail- 
way men had used their influence against the 
amendment of the State law which provides 
that a railway shall pay no more than $5,000 
for the killing of a person. That statement 
was directed at me, but it does nos fis the 
case, since I do not believe that such a. limit 
should be fixed. I consider my life worth 
more than $5,000, and life to any man who 
works hard is worth more than that amount. 

‘* Now, the solution of this probiem: of cor- 
rupt Aldermen in the granting of franchises 
lies in the absorption by the city government 
of the gas, electric light, telephone, and street 
railway franchises. It should centrol these 
the same as it does the distribution of water. 
That being the case the Aldermen would have 
no franchises to give away. Consequently 
there would be no occasion for bribing, and 
there would be no Aldermen to be bribed. It 
is a wrong policy which permits Aldermen to 
have in their possession the gift of 
franchises. A careful study of the situa- 
tion shows that persons who = seek 
franchises want something in which the 
public does not get an equitable share. For 
that reason the Aldermen are paid to give 
away the interests of the city. The State 
Legislature could authorize the city under the 
eminent domain clause to assume control of 
the street railways, gas and electric light 
plants, etc, After due notice it would only 
be necessary to have these plants condemned 
and purchased by the city. Tnat would give 
the citizens the benefits which now accrue to 
corporations. The trouble is that the citizens 
of Chicago are simply cheated by the City 
Council out of their rights,” 

Mr. Loesch says it was by look over 
official statements that he discovered that the 
Pennsylvania railway company pays as much 
tax as the $90,000,000 of street railway 
plants in Chicago. 


HELD FOR DEATH AT A CROSSING. 


Rock Island Division Superintendent 
Found to Be Responsible. 

C. H. Hubbell. one of the Division Superin- 
tendents of the Chicago, Rock Island and Pa- 
cific railroad, was held to the grand jury yes- 
terday afternoon by a Coroner’s jury charged 
with criminal neglect resulting in the death 
of John Gustav Timm, a driver for the Gott- 
fried Brewing company. Timm was killed 
Thursday by.a frain while driving across the 
Rock Islana tracks at Twenty-fifth street. 
The jury in the verdict declared that from the 
evidence presented it found that at the time 
of the passing of the train the gates at the 
crossing were not lowered and that no gate- 
man was stationed there; and also that from 
the hours of 6:30 p.m. to 6:30 a. m, ho 
watchman is. stationed at the Twenty-fifth 
street crossing. The jury considered this 
‘‘criminal neglect on the part of one C. H. 
Hubbell, Superintendent of the district for 
the said. Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific 
railroad, whom we therefore hold personally 
responsible for the death of said John Gustav 
Timm, and recommend that C. H. Hubbell be 
held to await the action:of the grand jury.”

OTHER TESTS NEEDED 


PHYSIOIANS DISCUSS DR MOOR'S 
MORPHINE EXPERIMENTS. 


Dr. Huines Says the Effect of Permanga* 
nate of Potassium on Morphine Was 
Known, but When the Action Occurred 
in the Stomach It Was Hitherto Prob- 


lematicalResults of Hypodermic In- | 


‘jections of the Antidote«Opinions of 
Other Physicians. 

‘Ihave just returned from New York,” 
said Dr. John C, Haines, Professor of Tox- 
icology in Rush Medical College, last night, 
“where Dr. William Moor of the West Side 
German Clinic, in the presence of twelve 
members of the clinic, swallowed three grains 


ot morphine without injurious effect by fol- 


lowing it with a dose of the permanganate of 
potassium. I was not present myself, and 
only read of itin the New York newspapers. 

‘*Dr. Moor’s discovery was new only in 
part. That morphine had a great affinity for 
oxygen, thatthe permanganate of potassium 
was a powerful oxidizing agent, and that if 
the two were mixed in a test tube the mor- 
phine would be oxidized and be turned into 
pseudo-morphine, which is insoluble and 
hariniess. has’ been known for a long 
time. I cannot say that it was  wide- 
ly and generally known, even among 
physicians. but it is stated in the books, and 
is known to all well-posted toxicologists. To 
that extent Dr, Moor made no new discovery. 

‘That this same chemical reaction would 
take place in the stomach, in the presence of 
its juices and other contents, though ante- 
cedently probable, had never been known, 80 
far as | am informed, until Dr. Moor discov- 
ered it. But if hi& discovery had stopped 
there it would have been of little or no con- 
sequence. Physicians have always been able 
to control morphine in the stomach. This is 
done by emetics and. by the stomach-pump, 
and by drugs that have very much the same 
effect as permanganate of potassium, such as 
tallic acid, picric acid, and even iodine, If 
these drugs did not entirely neutralize the 
morphine, they at ledgt modified it so as to 
give more time tousethe pump. The trouble 
is that the physician never reaches the patient 


until the morphine has passed out of the’ 


stomach ‘into the circulation. 


Neutralized in the Circulation. 

**That Dr.:Moor has also shown that mor- 
phine in the circulation can be neutralized by 
hypodermic injections of the permanganate 
is news to me. -I have not even read of it in 
the newspapers. ILamtold that he adminis- 
tered five grains of morphine toa dog and 
that, after the dog had lain several minutes so 
narcotized that his eye-lashes could be burned 
off with a candle without his flinching, he 
jumped up and ran around the rqam. in excel- 
lent spirits after a hypodermic) injection of 
permanganate. 

** Now, that discovery will be both novel 
and important as soon as it isiconfirmed, as 
we have at present no antidote for morphine 
in the circulation, as distinguished from its 
effects. “All we candoat present for consti- 
tutional modtphine poisoning is to resist its 
effects. Weslap the patient with wet towels, 
strike him with sticks, walk him about, talk 
to him, give him strong coffee, and inject 
cafeine and atropine, all with a view of pro- 
ducing a contrary effect to that of the mor- 
phine.. But we have never used anything that 
would chemically neutralize the morphine 
itself. Such an antidote would, of course, be 
of incalculable value. 

‘*‘One experiment, however, in a case like 
that goes for very little. It is always liable 
to the effect of peculiarities in the subject, or 
of some accidental combination of cireum- 
stances. ‘So that, while I see no reason to ex- 
pect disappointment in future tests, I cannot 
consider the point settled until corroborated 
by many more experiments. Dogs, like mep; 
differ widely in their susceptibilities to mor- 
phine. Ihave found them in some cases ex- 
tremely sensitive to it, and in other cases 
nearly proof against it.. 


Dr. Haines Will Experiment. 


“T think enough of Dr. Moor’s discovery to 
try some experiments myself as soon as I 
have time.. I am engaged on some literary 
work at present which must be ready within 
a week or ten days, but as soon as that is out 
of the way 1 mean tofind out for myself 
whether permanganate of potassium is an an- 
tidote for morphine in the circulation. Dogs 
and cats, being like human beings, in respect 
of being omnivorous. are the best subjects for 
the experiments. Herbivorous animals are 
not sensitive to-morphine.”’ 

‘*'There is nothing in medical literature,”’ 
said Dr. W. E. Quine. President of the College 
of Physicians and Surgeons, ** bearing upon 
the application of permanganate of potassium 
in the treatment of poisoning by morphine or 
of any other alkaloid, and if.it be true, as 
reported, that a poisonous dose of morphine 


4 may be taken in conjunction with a harmless 


dose of permanganate of potassium without 
detriment to the individual this. must be re- 
garded asan important contribution te our 
knowledge of toxicology. It has been well 
known for many years that permanganate of 


| potassium is one of the most sensitive of all 
medical substances to the presence of or- 


ganic matter of any kind and that contact 
with such matter results in the instantaneous 
decomposition of the permanganate, but I 
was not aware that such contact resulted in 
the decomposition of the other substances as 
well. If this be a bona fide discovery the dis- 
coverer is to be congratulated as having made 
a solid contribution to the healing art. 

** I] can see that the antidote, ir it be an an- 
tidote at all, operates chemically by aestroy- 
ing the morphine.in the stomach before it has 
been absorbed, and if the poison had been 
taken half an hour or an hour 
before so.as to have been absorbed from the 
stomach at the time the antidote is given the 
antidote would prove perfectly worthiess; or, 
in other words, if the morphine be adminis- 
tered hypodermically and the antidote be 
taken into the stomach this alleged antidote 
It is a chemical, not a 
physiological, antidote.”

NEW SMOKE PREVENTER ON A TUG. 


Test of a Device Which Proves Successful 

: for Marine Work. 

A formal test of a new mechanical stoker 
and smoke preventer was made on the tug 
Perfection yesterday moraing. While not 
aitogether perfect it was considered that the 
test proved the practicability of the device 
for marine work and showed that it could -be 
made successful. It is radically different 
from any ‘smoke consumer” ever before. 
tried on a boat. Directly in front of the 
furnavte doors are two iron hoppers. into 
which the coal is thrown, The hoppers lead 
into a shaft in which there is a steam plunger, 
and the shaft runs into the furnace : under. 
neath the tire. The fire grates curve upward 
as they extend back to the end of the fire. 
box. Coal is thus fed from the bottom in- 
stead of the top of the fire. 
Air is supplied by a powerful blower which 
drives it into the firebox just above the shaft 
from the stoker. -The fresh coal is coked be- 
fore it comes into the forced draft. Thegases 
are burned as they rise through the flames 
above, The smoke is thus literally consumed. 

The new device, which comes from Port- 
land, Ore., was shown Capt. J. S.: Dunham 
eight months ago. He was favorably im- 
pressed with it, and tested it thoroughly last 
summer on the tug W. L. Ewing. It then did 
not prove wholly satisfactury, but he thought 
the next trial might be made more satisfactory. 
This winter he has placed the device in two 
different shapes on the tugs Perfection and 
Mollie Spencer. The former, with a party of 
twenty tugmen and mechanical engineers, 
went out in the lake yesterday, 
and the Perfection was driven through clear 
water at full speed for an hour and a half. To 
make the test more severe enly wet coal 
screenings were used for fuel. The boat kept 
up steam much better than before the device 
was used. The only smoke coming from its 
stack was a slight puff when the coal was 
forced in by the steann stoker. The smoke 
was decreased fully 95 percent. There was 
no difficulty in feedmg the coal, as the stoker 
did that work perfectly. 

* The device is simple,’’ Capt. Dunham 
said, *‘ and is not likely to get out of repair. 
As a smoke preventer it is the only good thing 
I have ever seen on atug. ‘The whole secret

AVERAGE REDUCTION OF 10 PER 
OENT IN EMPLOYES’ WAGES. 


Heavy Scaling Down in the Estimates for 
the Budget—Street and Alley Cleaning 
to Be Done Separately and by Contract 
=Top-Heavy Departments in the Mu- 
nicipal Government to Be Cut Down= 
Firemen May Escape with Slight Ke- 
duction, Possibly Without Any.

Street and Alley Cleaning by Contract. 


The estimates for street cleaning and for 
alley cleaning have been kept separate. It 
has been thought for some days that the alley 
cleaning this year would be done by ward 
contracts. Mayor Hopkins is on record as 
favoring the oe as aré also numerous Al- 
dermen who have heretofore opposed the Bu- 
reau of Street and Alley Cleaning. The Fi- 
nance committee will recommend that the 
street cleaning as well as the alley cleaning 
be done by contract. There will still be a 
Bureau of Street and Alley Cleaning, but the 
heads will have no more power than did the 
Commissioner. of Health and the Supsrin- 
tendent of Streets when the scavenger work 
was done under the supervision of the former 
and the street cleaning under the supeivision 
of the latter. The Superintendent of the Bu- 
reau of Street and Alley Cleaning will simply 
look after the work with a force of men large 
enough for close supervisionary work, but all 
the work of cleaning will be done by contract, 

The reduction of salaries was talked of from 
the beginning of the season of business de- 
pression. Members of the Finance committee 
recommended it even before there was any 
prospect of an immediate consideration of the 
estimates for the year’s budget, A resolution 
withholding 25 per cent of the present salaries 
sin the Council the first of the year. 

hough this is an annual order it was consid- 
ered this year that its import was much great- 
er than in former years. 


Heavy Reduction in Estimates.

How London Streets Are Cleaned of Snow. 


After a heavy snow-storm during the night the 
city man comes to his place of business and finds 
that in the principal thoroughfares nearly all 
traces of the snow have disappeared. The 
preparations for the coming winter are begun 
early in the autumn. For the éxtra labor re- 
quired reliance has to be placed on the “ unem- 
ployed.” ‘Work is found each winter for 
some 2,000 or 3,000 men out ©. employment. 
Snow first made its appearance in London 
late Tuesday night, and it continued to fall 
until 6 o’clock Wednesday morning. Some 
200 extra men were taken on, and by 10 or 11 
o'clock _the city streets were cleared, the 
snow being carted away, and, for the most part, 
shot over tbe bridges into the Thames. There 
was a heavier fali Wednesday night, beginning 
about 6 o’clock and continuing with more or le 
severity throughout the night. Men were a 
work all night salting and clearing the streets 
for traffic, while early Thursday morning some 
300 “unemployed’’ men were engaged to hel 
in ‘the work of clearance. Thursday night an 
Friday between 500 and 600 more men were en- 
gaged. The extra men are paid at the rate of 6d 
an hour, and although several consecutive hours’ 
work could often be found for large numbers of 
them, it is found that in many instances they de- 
sire to “knock off” after an hour or two’s labor. 
This they are allowed to do, and they are paid 


according to the time which they have worked.—

Russia’s Teeming Millions. 

The population of Russia at the beginning of 
this year numbers about 124,000,000 souls. 
These are distributed in the following manner: 
In the fifty governments of Russia in Europe 
there are about 89,000,000 inhabitants; in the 
Vistula country, 8,900,000; in the Caucasus, 
8,000,000 ; in Siberia, 4,750,000; in Asia, 6,100,- 
000; and in Finland, 2,380,000. 

hese figures are worthy of note., The Russian 
army in time of peace numbers about 820,000 
men, which, compared to the population, is but 
asmall number.

‘PROMISED DEVELOPMENT OF RAPID 


TRANSIT SERVIOE. 


Both the South and West Sides to Have 
Electric LineseElevated Road Build-. 
ing to Be Discouraged—Heavy Quota-. 
tions Registered at the Local Exchange 
-No Buying Interest in Street Railway 
Stocks—Strawhoard* Stockholders Were 
in Session All Day. , 

There is promise of some interesting de- 
volpments shown in the way of the introduc. 
tion of electric motor power on some of the 


| surface street railway lines. It wili be re. 
membered that the stockholders of the City 


railway company authorized the directors to 

issue an additional $1,000,000 of capital at 

the recent annual meeting.’ This new capital 

is to be used for equipping the horse-car lines 

with electricity. Some of the plans of the 
company are now beginning to transpire. 

One of the most important is to carry the 

lines down Halsted street and’ Wentworth 

avenue, running them with overhead trolleys as 

far northas Thirty-ninth street and then bring- 

ing a trunk line<lown-town by some under- 

ground electric system. It is proposed to put 
on unusually attractive cars, and to enter into 
direct competition with the surface steam roads, 

which now do an enormous business through this 

territory. Itis believed that'time can be made 
which will compare not uhfavorably with’ that 
made by the steam roads, and that any loss in 
that direction will be;much more than compen- 
sated for by the frequency of trains and the com- 

fort of the cars. It is believed that lines of the 
character proposed will create new business for 
re City railway company and be decidedly profit- 
abie, 

It is also said that Mr. Yerkes -has some inter- 
esting schemes, one of .which is the bringing 
down-town of the Cicero and Proviso Electric 
road, which it is'understood he has recently ac- 
quired in the interest of the West Chicago Street 
railroad company.

RELIEF FELT IN WALL STREET. 


Ending of One Stage of the Tariff Tinker- 
ing Received with Calmness. 


of 62 the Wilson tariff bill has now passed 
the House of Representatives, and Wall street 
received the news today with exemplary calm- 
ness. The stock market's closing was firm 
throughout though still particularly dull, the 
sentiment over the Washington devélopment 
being almost exclusively relief that at least one 
stage of the Congressional discussion was past. 

Supposing ail the government bonds to be al- 
lotted atthe minimum price $58,611,500 gold 
must be transferred within two weeks from pri- 
yate or corporate holders into the Treasury. 
New York’s clearing-house banks alone held last 
Saturday something over $125,000,000 gold and 
gold certificates. These holdings may and doubt- 
less will be handed over in large quantities dur- 
ing the ten days’ interval conceded after the al- 
iotment to subscribers. On the other hand, it is 
of course always possible for subscribers to draw 
gold from the Treasury in exchange for govern- 
ment notes and return this very gold in pas ment 
of bond subscriptions. It is oubtful 
if this course will be at all pursued 
by the city bank subscribers, but in the case of- 
the $14,000,000 subscribed by private banking - 
houses the o eration is perhaps more doubtfu 
It has been hinted that gold withdrawals from 
the Treasury were being made already for sub- 
scription purposes, but of this thereis ne proof 
whatever. he Federal gold reserve Ras de- 
creased $5,287,538 since the publication Jan. 18 
of the Secretary’s bond is§ue cjrcular.

DISTRIBUTION OF THE BONDS. 

It is not surprising that the great bulk of 
the 50 million bonds to be issued by the 
United States Government has been. sub- 
ecribed for in New York City, while Chicago 
and other points in the West have shown little 
interest in the matter. There is a vast accu- 
mulation of idle money iv New York, the 
greatest ever known, while the banks of in- 
terior cities are well supplied, but not to 
overflowing. This current fact intensifies the , 
usual condition of an increase in the chien | 
obtainable for the use of money in proceed- 
ing westward from the ‘Atlantic seaboard. 
The comparatively new community always is 
willing to pay higher rates of interest than 
the older one, and for the reason that the 
capital can be made toearn more. 

Present rates of interest on time loans in 
New York are understood to be about 4 per 
cent per-annum, but loans have been made 
there on callus low as 1 to 2 percent. In 
this city 5 per cent isabout the average 
rate, probably as much money being 
loaned above that figure ag below it. In 
the region of the Mississippi 5 to 6 per cent 
can be procured without difficulty, and per- 
haps 7 to 8 per cent nearer the Pacific shore. 
The bonds are to be sold onterms that will 
net about 83 percent per annum on the 
investment of nearly $118 for each $100 
named on the face of the bond. Hence the 
offer is not an attractive one from a business 
point of view to owners of surplus money in 
the West, while large amounts of idle’money 
in New York and Boston could not be so use- 
fully employed in other ways as in the pur- 
chase of the 5 per cent bonds at a premium 
which will net barely 3 per cent. 

So there is no réason for suppdsing that 
patriotism in the Kast or the'lack of it in the 
West has anything to do with the irregularity 
in the distribution of thé bonds. The matter is 
purely one of business, and is so regarded by 
the men who have money to spare and sub- 
scribe or fail todo so. The case is not one 
that calls for a display of patriotism such as 
is exhibited in timne of war.

General Master Workman Sovereign of the 
Knights of Labor must have been reciting an 
old speech when he told his audience Thurs- 
day night that there is '75 million dollars in 
the gold reserve. The statement published 
yesterday morning shows that there is but 
654g millions of gold coin in the Treasury 
ard that the holdings of gold bars are just 
about equal ta the certificates out against 
them. ‘Che reserve is less than two-thirds of 
the amount thought to be necessary at a time 
when the government obligations to redeem 
and maintain the other currency at par were 
vastly less than those of today. Yet the 
speaker said: ‘‘We are waging a great 
struggie with the Secretary of the Treasury 
because he has violated the law.” 

If Mr. Sovereign would take the trouble to 
read the speech by Senator Sherman in de- 
fense of the bond issue he would see that it is 
fully authorized. by existing law, and if he 
would post up a little in matters of finance he 
could not fail to discover that the mainte- 
nance of an adequate reserve is absolutely nec- 
essary to ‘the confiaence in ability to pay 
without which neither the operations of a gov- 
ernment, u business corporation, nor an indi- 
vidual merchant can be carried on success- 
fully. tle opposes the borrowing of money 
by the United States because his uninformed 


intellect does not appreciate the necessity of 


keeping in the Treasury of a government and 
the bank on which a manin trade draws his 
checks a sum in money or credit sufficiently 
large to enable*it vr him to meet all cur- 
rent obligations. Doubtless he would laugh 
at the idew of an employer who should in- 
clude in the cost of conducting his business 
the interest paid on money borrowed fromm the 
bark to pay his workmen their wages. Prob- 
ably he is unable to see why checks issued by 
the employer without such money or credit at 
the bank would not go, why bills emitted bya 
bank with-no security for their redemption 
should not circulate, or why people should re- 
fuse to continue to take at par the paper obli- 
gations of a government. which admits it is 
not prepared to honor 4hem on presentation. 
Possibly also he is so foolish as to suppose 


that the silver dollar, intrinsically worth little 


nore than 50 cents, would continue to pur- 
chase 100 cents’ worth of goods if not held up 
at par with gold. by the maintenance of a gold 
reserve. If so, he does not understand what 
he is talking about. 

Sovereign speaks of the issue of 50 mill- 
ions of bonds as the result of a ** conspiracy.”’ 
The only conspiracy there has been was that 
among the Democratic leaders, who persuad-

the fact that the European manufacturers, ' 


merchants, and shippers .cut their profits 
down to the lowest notch so as to retain for 
their surpluses whatever hold they had on the 
great American market. It was worth too 
much to them to be given up without a strug- 
gle. Once surrendered .it might be lost for- 
eyer, The cost of producing their goods was 
cut down as much as possible. In many 
cases there were wage reductions,’ which 
broke the force of the higher duties. When 
the manufacturer was also the importer he 
simply cut down the selling price of the sur- 
plus which he sent to the United States. If 
he made a hundred thousand yards of cloth 
and sent ten thousand here he submitted toa 


loss on the one-tenth, but disposed of the | 


other nine-tenths at the higher rate, thus mak- 
ing the reduction on the entire output com- 
paratively small. 


Therefore, as a matter of fact, the European , 


producers actually paid, though much against 
their will, the greater part of \the increase of 
duties under the McKinley tariff law. There 
is no rubbing that out. And as the foreigners 
paid that increase and their goods were of- 
fered here at the same price as of old it was 
impossible for the American producer of 
eompeting goods to raise his prices. Had he 
done so the consumer would have bought of 
the foreigner. Even in the case of pearl but- 
tons, where the advance in duty was heavy 
and the industry did not previously exist here, 
the increase in price was by no means as great 
us Was expected. 

Thus it is manifest that a large part of the 
increased revenue due to the higher duties of 
the McKinley law has not been paid by the 
American consumers, but by the foreign pro- 
ducers. . The tariff has been a tax on the lat- 
ter, not the former; a tax amounting in the 
aggregate toa great many millions. Yet the 
Democrats, headed by Prof.|Wilson, propose 
to surrender that portion of the revenue paid 
now by the foreign producers. ‘The American 
consumers will not get the goods any cheaper 
and their treasury .will receive less money. 
The defi¢it in revenue thus| created must be 
made good in sume way, and the Democrat, 


are imposing an income tax,to make it good. 


That tax will be paid by Americans. There is 
no dispute on that point. Not only will the 
foreigners be freed from the tax they have 
been paying, but the new competing indus- 
tries, just. getting a foothold, will be de- 
stroyed. Thus the Democrats will be able to 
kill two-birds with one stone—to help the for- 
eign workmen and injure the American ones.

MR, WATTERSON MAKES A MISTAKE, 

The Louisville Courier-Journal says TH 
TRIBUNE ,admits that Mr. Carnegie is making 
steei rails at $15 a ton, the present selling 
price being $24 or $25. In view of this as- 
sumed “admission” the C.-J. is astonished 
that this paper should have any objection to 
the 25 per cent ad valorem duty on steel 
rails, tho selling price abroad being lower 
now than the present assumed cost of pro- 
duction at the Carnegie works. 

Unhappily for Mr. Watterson’s argument 
Tue Triswxxz has never made any admission 
whatever as to what it costs Mr. Carnegie to 
make a ton of steel rails. It did print in its 
news columns a statement, which did not pur- 
port to come from Mr. Carnegie, to the effect 
that the cost of production was $15 a ton. 
Tue Trievune neither affirmed nor denied the 
accuracy of those figures. It does not do so 
now, having no, trustworthy means of in- 
formation regarding Mr. Carnegie’s business 
secrets, though itis doubtful of its truthful- 
ness in spite of all the improved machinery 
and methods in use at Mr. Carnegie’s works. 
In a word, Taz Trrpunge no more admitted 
the truth of this statement by publishing it 
than Mr. Watterson admits the truth of the 
thousands of items which ‘appear in his news 
columns. 

He, however, unlike Tur TRIBUNE, seems 
to take it for granted that the $15 a ton story 
is true. In that case why is not he crying out 
fora cut down of a25 per cent ad valorem 
duty which will be a prohibitory protective 
one so far as steel raila are concerned?

Recuperative Movements Encounter Diffi- 

" eulties in the Way of Decreased Rev- 
enue Receipts—Increase in Demands 
for fron and Trade in Textiles More 
Brisk=Bank Clearings for the Week 
Place Chicago in Second PlaceSuccess 
of the Bond Issue Is Satisfactory. 

New Yorx, Feb. 2.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

A fresh impulse has been given to business 
this week by the success of the Treasury in 
obtaining gold for its reserve, thus strength- 
ening confidence in its ability to maintain 
gold puymenmts.| Revenue had fallen off so 
much and the prospects for the loan looked so 
unfavorable until financial institutions here 
decided to carry it through that some anxiety 
about the monetary future was natural. In- 
vestments in the ordinary semse have been 
affected very little, and while more demand 
for time loans has appeared the money mar- 
ket cannot be expected to change much with 

245,000,000 cash in the banks and more 
coming from the interior, while the Treasury 
also is compelled to pay out more than it now 
receives in taxes. Gradual improvement in 
business explains the appearance of more 
commercial paper in the market this week 
than has been seen for a long time. though as 
yet the vast adcumulation of idle funds is 
proof enough that trade has by no means re- 
gained normal proportions. Industrial recov. 
ery continues, though it is but gradual, in 
response to the demand of a people whose 
consumption at its lowest is greater than that 
of any other country, and more mills are now 
at work, 

It is well for the country ‘hat speculation 
has not been stimulated thus far to danger- 
ous ventures in any direction and markets are 
unusually free from disturbing excitement, 
Stocks have been stronger since the result as 
to the bonds was foreshadowed, in spite of 
continued selling on foreign account, which 
reached many |thousand shares in Union 
Pacific, and the slow improvement in railroad 
earnings. In fact, though earnings reported 
for the month of January thus far are smaller 
by 11.1 per cent than last year. a. less de- 
crease than appéared in December, and the 
loss for the latest week is but 8.6 per cent, 
the difference may be attributed to less severe 
weather than prevailed a year ago rather than 
to more permanent causes. On granger and 
other Western roads the decrease is about 19 
per cent, and while Southern roads gained ‘in 
freight earnings| the tonnage of Western and

Stagnation in Speculative Markets, 


Other speculative markets have been al- 
most stagnant. _Wheathas advanced about 
lge because Western receipts were only

2,898,000 bushels last year, though there are 
no signs of material decrease in the enor- 
mous visible supply, and Atlantic exports 
dwindled 414,890 bushels for the week, 
aguinst 1,404,471 last year. Smailer re- 
ceipts and exports of corn have not prevent- 
ed a slight decline, and pork products are 
dull without important change. 

Cotton advanced a shade, but closed with. 
out change from last week, receipts from 
plantations still exceeding last year’s, though 
less than of late, while exports continue 
Jarger than a yearago.

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WATER BIGHT SUITS IN COLORADO, 


Case Pending That Excites Unusual Inter- 
est in the Centennial State. 

Puss.o, Colo., Jan. 25.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.|—Little did the pioneer ranch- 
men in the vicinity of Colorado Springs, plow- 
ing parallel furrows in 1860 to tap the waters 
of Cheyenne Creek for irrigating and domes-

Ex-United States Senator George M. Chil- 
cott saw this demand for water with prophetic 
vision, yet he was scoffed at when he said 
twenty years ago that the time would come 
when every drop of water idly flowing in the 


legal owner. But it was not until 1881 
the State Legislature undertook 
to formulate a law under which the bicker- 
ings about water, then beginning to harass 
the courts, could be settled, 

Since that time suits for adjudication of 
water rights, based always on seniority, have 
occupied the attention of the courts to a very 
large éxtent, and under the original law of 
’°81 and various amendments duly qualified 
referees thhave made findings which . were 
entered up by the courts as decrees, until 
gradually the questions were omit 
settled, though on an unsatisfactory basis, 
for which various remedies had been sug- 

ested. For example, the ,water of the Ar- 

ansas River is ‘subject to decree by the 
courts of seven judicial districts, but no 
court can interfere outside of its district. As 
a result if ditch-owners in Otero, Las Ani- 
mas, and Baca Counties, below Pueblo 
County, find that ditches in a county higher 
up a stream are gétting more water than they 
are entitled to, individual proceedings for 
remedy must be instituted in the county 
wheve the alleged offense is _ tak- 
ing place. Suits thus started have been 
known to creep up stream through county 
after county to the headgates of the ditch 
nearest the stream’s source. 

But even this far from satisfactory ar- 
rangement bids fair to be overthrown, and 
chaos may again reign for a time in the 
matter of water rights throughout Colorado. 

The Broadmoor Dairy and Live Stock com- 

ny of Colorado Springs is suing. in the 
Pueblo District Court, the Brookside Water 
and Improvement company of the same 
city for alleged infringement of water 
rights claimed under a decree entered in 1882. 
Aside from the importance of the case, by 
reason of the fact that half a million dollars’ 
worth of land will, from any decision, be de- 
prived of adequate water supply, as detailed 
in-Tue Tripune of Jan. 24. the suit is attract- 
ing widespread attention throughout the 
State, because of one allegation in the Brook- 
side company’s answer and cross-compiaint. 
They maintain and have supported their claim 
with what appears to be ample evidence that 
not a water decree in El Paso County is 
valid because the Secretary of State did 
not in $881 publish the law of that year, un- 
der which all decrees had been entered, as 
was expressly provided, and failed in other es- 
sential formalities which had deprived the 
decreeing courts of jurisdiction of the subject 
matter of water adjudications. 

If this contention is true of El Paso County 
it is true of every other county, for the pfo- 
cedure in all was the same. Yet if the great 
mass of decrees are held to be void it 
an unalloyed evil, for 
the way will be clear for 1 
establishment of a court with jurisdiction 
throughout the State for the adjudication of 
water rights when proper proof is subm itted |

WOMEN ABROAD AND IN AMERICA. 


Femininity of All Kinds Is’ Extolled by 
Max O’ Rell : 

Mr. Max O’Re!l has been lecturing againon 
his favorite theme, “‘H. R. H. Woman,” and 
says that woman is theonly problem sot given 
to man to solve. They had ali tried and failed, | 
and were still trying. He said, also, that he 
had been traveling for eight years, and had 
found only.two countries where the men were 
in leading strings—France and America. 

In the French. household woman is queen; 
she led her husband, and he did not com- 
plain. She knew Sail his affairs. He con- 
sulted her about his investments; that was 
why wealthin France was sc stable, because 
women were not speculativé: She might be 
affected sometimes, but she was never vulgar. 
She thoroughly understood the poetry 
of matrimony. Frenchwomen were called 
frivolous. ‘It was the height of absurdity. 
Though a Frenchman he must know as much 
about it as the ordinary tourist and how 
could the woman be frivolous who was the 
confidante of her husband and had a deliberate 
voice in his affairs? Among the tradesmen 
the wife kept the books and could carry on 
the business after her husband’s death. ‘When 
a French girl of that class married she was 
emancipated; in England she often lost her 
liberty. The wife of the. peasant proprietor 
was the very fortune of Krance—hard-work- 
ing, sober, thrifty. Her daughter did not 
wear fringes when she went to service: 
every month she paid a visit to the savings 
bank when she got her wages: an English 
servant girl gota new hat and was photo- 
graphed in it. 

The more this charming champion of the 
sex sees of American women the more deeply 
he is impressed with the conviction that they 
are totaliy unlike allotherwomen. There are 
few women to be compared with them ina 
drawing-room, none with whom men felt more 
atease. They had beauty, though it was, not 
equal to that cf English women; but it was 
their intellectual qualities that were striking. 
From the age of 18 a girl was allowed almost 
every liberty—she took the rest. In Europe 
women let the men decide what was proper; 
in America they did it for themselves. In 
the largest cities of America at any hour 
the streets were perfectly respectable. The 
influence of woman was enormous, and mo- 
rality profited by it. The respect that women 
seemed toinspire in men of all classes in 
America enabied girls to go about in security. 
He sometimes thought the American women 
felt a little mild contempt for the poor crea- 
ture called man. They were the most natural 
and unconventional of women. 

If he did not know much of women he 
knew a great deal of men, and his most sin- 
cere conviction was that there were very few 
men, indeed, who: were good enough for 
wonfen. People said “sometimes that roses 
had thorns, but they should also remember 
that thorns had roses, and the roses of life 
were women. 


MRS. CLEVELAND CONQUERS A PROBLEM 


Her Methods of Using Servants Seem to 
Solve the Vexed Question. 

Although not much of the methods and 
management of Mrs. Cleveland’s housekeep- 
ing is known, for she eschews publicity in all 
private matters as much as possible, its re- 
sults, according to the Boston Journal, are 
very satisfactory so far as that very uncertain 
quantity the servants are concerned. : 

She pays them extravagant prices, and they 
stay with her forever—that is certain: There 


has scarcely been a change since she began’ 


housekeeping seven yearsago. Many of the 
White House servants—as many as she cculd 
take—went with her to New York, and are 
now again im the White House. In addressing 
her servants Mrs. Cleveland is always particu- 
larly courteous, and speaks as if she were talk- 
ing to people for whom she has high respect 
and even regard. 5 ree : 

Another idea which Mrs. Cleveland sees 
earried out in the management of her serv- 
ants is to provide them with the means of 
amusement. They cannot only have nights 
* out’ but nights *‘in.’® And they are en- 
couraged to enjoy themselves like.privileged 
members of society. In the Clevelands’ 
home, there is always a servants’ dining- 
room, a servants’ .sitting-room, and, if 
there is an unused boiler-room or attic, it 
can be used for dancing and evening frolics. 
. There are no restrictions as long as the 
household duties are faithfully performed. 
Neither are any inquiries made upor re- 
ligious topics.’ But all are required to attend 
some church. With such rational ways of 
dealing with the “ servant-girl auestion ” it 
is no wonder that Mrs. Cleveland does not 
tind it a perplexing one. 


WOMEN MUST MAKE A CHOICE. 


They Cannot Be Everything Else and 
Wives and Mothers Too, 

“Women should not attempt,” says an.emi- 
nent woman physician of London, “ to carry 
on a profession after marriage. I mean the 
women of the upper and middle classes who 
go into the professions. It is not necessary 
that they should be the bread-winners, that 
duty should devolve upon the husband; and I 
am confident that the rising generation would 
be healthier and stronger in every way if the 
mothers would exert themselves less. I look 
anxiously at every baby that comes under my 
notice in the hope that. I shali find some im- 
provement in the type, some increase in stam- 
ina, compared with the generation that has 
preceded it; but instead of this there is only 
steady deterioration observable. This de- 
terioration is particularly noticeable among 
the children of very active mothers. The 
cleverest and most highly educated women, 
the women who take the most active part in 
public affairs, have the most weakly and puny 
children 


** Another thing, women are going into too 
active forms of exercise. When a young 
married woman tells me that she is Captain 
of a cricket eleven or of a football team I 
can only say I am perfectly aghast. Women 
must place before themselves’ the alternative 
—to earn their living. to exercise their facul- 
ties, and to gratify their ambitions in a pro- 
fessional career, or to become good wives 
and mothers. And if they choose domestic 
life they must recognize that they must sacri- 
fice their personal happiness and ambition in 
the future happiness and success of their 
children.”’

Their Pluck Is Indomitable=Not Only 
Have They Been Successful in the Pro- 
fessions and Ordinary Trades, but They 
Have Opened New Fields Whereby 
They Earn a Comfortable Livelihoods 
As Government Contractors, her oe 
and Car Conductors, a | 

Many years ago the reading public found 
much matter for speculation and ridicule ina 
marvelous book by Buylwer entitled ‘* The 
Coming Race.” There were many chapters 
devoted to what then were considered wild the- 
ories, and yet those same theories have now 
become self-evident truths. ! 

The possibilities of women were assumed 
to equalize those of men and everyone smiled 
at the idea of women as doctors, lawyers, 
journalists, and politicians, bat we have them 
all with us now, and thoughstill in the minor- 
ity they are rapidly increasing. Women, 
however, are by no means limited to the pro- 
fessions named, observes the New York T imes. 
They are found today in almost every legiti- 
mate employment, which until very recently, 
indeed, has been generally regarded as the 
exclusive inheritance of man. 

For instance, one of the most financially 
successful ranch-owners in the western part 
of Kansas is not an able-bodied, to-the-man- 
ner-born man, nor yet an educated English 


P or American capitalist, but, on the contrary 


a little woman, “fair of face and lithe of 
form,”’ who has not reached middle life. In 
the spring of 1887 she was left a widow, her 
husband’s affairs being in such a deplorable 
condition that she was threatened with bank- 
ruptcy. Hoping to save her property she 
gave up her town house and removed toa 
section of land where’ seventy-five head of 
cattle and a few ponies grazed and began 
ranch life in earnest, rising early and retiring 
late. During the severe winter of 1888,when 
many ranchmen permitted their cattle to 
drift before the blizzard, fearful lest their 
own lives might be imperiled, this brave little 
woman personally superintended the round- 
ing up of her herds. 5 ee 

By her foresight and judgment she has just- 
ly increased both stock and property and is 
spoken of as one of the most enterprising 
women of the West. Besides doing a mans 
work mentally and physically she has given 
much time to art. Several of her animal 
studies in oil may be seen among some of the 
best private collections in Chicago. ‘There is 
a saying in Kansas that in that State there is 
no interest, no trade, no profession without a 
woman in it. 

e ; As Advertising Agents. 


Avother business to which women arenow 
beginning to turn their attention is that of ad- 
vertising agents. There are two large adver- 
tising firms in Boston, the members of both 
being women. The newest departure in this 
line was made by the New York and New En- 
gland railroad, which granted the exclusive 
control of advertising along the road to a 
former Chicago woman, whose office is like- 
wise in the ** Hub,’’ where she makes many

Is a Government Contractor. 

Another Texas woman was until recently 
believed to be the only female contractor in 
the United States Government employ. Her 
contract is for carrying the mails from Kifle 
to Seirnell Hall. This isa mistake, however, 
as Georgia also has a woman mail-carrier. 
The latter not .only personally deiivers the 
mail overt a forty-mile route, riding her little 
black pony over the sparsely settled region of 
Montgomery County three times a week, but 
managesa large furm as _ weil, coing much of 
the labor, such as plowing, harrowing, arid 
sewing seed herself, and supporting, by her 
indefatigable energy; a family of four, she 
herself being unmarried and not quite 22 
years of age. :

The lady guide is an innuvation introduced 
into London for the express: purpose.of sup- 
plying women tourists with members of their 
own sex to pilot them safely over the well- 


worn roads of Engiand and the British Islands | 


in general, or those of the continent too, if so 
desired. These feminine couriers are exceed- 
ingly well-bred, well-educated, and must 
speak French and German fluently, else their 
application for the not altogether unpleasant 
position wil] not be considered. The central 
office is in London. Inexperienced women 
who have suddenly been seized with a desire 
to see the Old World, but who speak only 
English, are often the prey of sharpers and 
swindlers,; and this is where the lady guide 
plays her part so admirably. 

The tourist who wishes to *‘do’’ Europe in 
a few weeks writes to the main office. engag- 
ing a guide and states by what vessel she em- 
barks for her chosen port. When she arrives 
at the dock the guide is there to-‘take her in 
charge. Everything has been arranged for 
comfort as well as pleasure... There is no 


worry as to where to go and how to get there, 


If you wish to gee the sights of London Town 


she has the city directory at her finger’s end. | 


She tips the servitors, pays the cabmen, 
points out distinguished people and comments 


agreeably on interesting. places whose history 


she makes it part of her business to know. 
For all this her charges are 10 shillings a 
day, or about $2.50. 
eight hours. Often, when expenses are 
summed up, it will be found the courier has 
saved her employer the amount of her salary. 
As yet the lady guides have not appeared 
among the many vocations open to American 


women.

JEANNE SORABJI IN SAN FRANCISCO, 


-The Indian Princess Proposes to Lecture 


Before the Women of California, 
Those who met Miss Jearine Sorabji while 
she was in Chicago last summer will be in- 
terested in the account of her arrival in San 
Francisco as the Chronicle gives it. It says: 
Among the arrivals at the Pleasanton yes- 
terday was Miss Jeanne Sorabji of Poonah, 


India, who has the rank of a Princess, and

who represented her native land at the Con- 
gress of Religions at the World’s Fair. She 
was accompanied by Mrs. Henry Ballantine, 
wife of the American Consul.at Bombay, and 
A. E. Foster, who with Consul Ballantine was 
connected with the Indian exhibit. 
Accompanying them are nine huge trunks 
of the most beautiful gold and silver bedecked 


fabrics and jewels contributed toward the ex- 


hibit: by the different Kings of India, of whom 
there-are in all about fifty. The most power- 
ful King, however, is the Gaikwar, or Maha- 
rajah, of Baroda, and most of the things were 
sent by him. ° 

Miss Jeanne Sorabji, who, as before stated, 
has the rank of Princess, but prefers to be 
known only as Miss Sorabji, will deliver sever- 
al lectures here and elsewhere before her re- 
turn to India, in aid of the hospitals of her 
native land. 

The Princess is the daughter of a converted 
Parsee, and began ‘life with very different 
ideas from those usually entertained by the 
daughters ofher race. Talented. ambitious, 
and encouraged by her parents, she early de-

termined to make the most of herself. Her 
mother visited England about three years ago 
and made a personal effort to arouse an inter- 
est in the question of the higher education of 
women in India. Her sister entered as tbe 
first and only woman the college at Poonah, 
and there began her academical studies in 
Spite of the strong opposition of her ¢ountry- 
tinen and the many disagreeable obstacles 
thrown in her path. There were over 300 in 
the college, only two of whom were English, 
the remainder, excepting a few Parsees, being 
Hindoos. They were steeped with prejudice 
and looked upon this female colleague with 
most unfavorable eyes. She never flagged, 
however, and year after year she won the 
prizes for superior seholarship. She gradu- 
ated at the age of 20 with the highest honors, 
and is the first woman of India to wear the 
** doctor’s hat.’’ : 

Miss Jeanne Sorabji will ultimately resume 
her interrupted study of medicine and surgery 
in England. She expects to practice her pro- 
fession among the high-caste women of India, 
where medical aid is not available for such 
women. When sickness overtakes them they 
are in a pitiable condition. as the absurd 
prejudices prevent them from receiving med- 
cal aid unless a woman physician is at hand.

**Our Cottage,” because in their wanderings 
in many lands Sir Richard used often to say 
he wished they might find some little place 
where they could settle down—some home 
which they would entitle *“*Our Cottage.” 
Such is the inscription on the gate of the 
house where Lady Burton now lives; but, 
alas! the *‘our’’ refers to a partnership which 
is only in partearthly. The cottage is over- 
flowing with books and numberless curios 
which attest to Sir Richard’s adventures; 


portraits of him in all costumes and at vari- . 


ous stages of his career are scattered all over 
the rooms, while up-stairs are the table and the 
chair which he always used. In thissame room 
Lady Burton wrote the two bulky volumes of 
the life of Sir Richard which have recently 
been issued to the public and which may be 
justly regarded as a fitting memorial of a 
great mah. Out of the earnings made from 
this biography she has been able to order 
some exquisite frescoes from her husband's 
mausoleum, which is in the form of a tent. 
Angels’ faces peep through the corners at the 


top of the building, and the walls will be 
‘adorned with four holy subjects. 


At the present time Lady Burton is engaged 
upon several important literary ventures. 
She iseco-editing and writing the prefaces to 
some of her husband’s works, which are, 
many of them, to be issued as a memorial 
edition. The labor of correcting “ Catul- 
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LADY BURTON, 


lus ” and the **‘ Pentamerone” is hers, and at 
the same time she is turning her thoughts to 
a genealogy of Sir Richard, and has in course 
of preparation a volume of his labors, a work 
which is certain to appeal to many readers. 
Her irdividual genius and her auto- 


biography are to be incorporated ia two little 


books with a religious tendency. Her auto- 
biography will be a truly marvelous record 
of woman’s endurance, strength, and capabil- 
ity, for Lady Burton is a woman of many 
parts, diplomatist, authoress, voyageuse, and 
devout Roman Catholic. By her express wish 
this autobiography will not be published until 
after her death. : 

Mr. Rolf Boldrewood has described ** Tas- 
ma’ as the ** Australian George Eliot,” but 
she seems ratherto be the Australian Jane 
Austen, The author of “Adam Bede’”’ ob- 
serves and. philosophises consciously. Jane 
Austen is the philosophic observer without a 
theory, and, like Jane Austen, *“ Tasma ” ob- 
serves philosophically, but she does not seem 
to be aware that she 1s doing so. This quality 
of unconsciousness ' gives added piquancy to 
her abounding humor, brings the element of 
the unforeseen into her delineation of char- 
acter and development of incident, and 
touches with open-air freshness her descriptive 
passages. 

Born in Highgate, Jessie Charlotte Huybers 
is the descendant, on her father’s side. of a 
long line of Dutch merchants and mariners. 
She was scarcely 2 years of age before her 
parents em grated to Tasmania and settled 
down in Hobart Town. The jouraey in those 
days took some seven or eight months to ac- 
complish, and among wee gage reminis- 
cences are misty memories a great sailing 
ship that bore her to another hemisphere. 
The new home of the Huybers was situated 
under the shadow of Mount Wellington and 
overlooked a bay, the loveliness of which 
rivaled that of the Bay of Naples. — a 

The second child and eldest daughter, 


( 


‘‘ Tasma,’’ was the leader of a merry band of 
brothers and sisters, who’in the perfect Tas- 
manian ¢limate led an open-air existence, 
Mountain climbing. boating, riding, and pic- 
nicking in the woods were tonic to the growi 
girl’s latent physical aid mental powers. 
sorrowful element in these surroundings 
helped to stimulate her imagination. Tas- 
mania was until 1882 a penal settlement, and 
the child constantly saw gangs of convicts 
passing, whose disgrace was proclaimed by 
their clanking chains and their hideous cos- 
tume. Another excitement to fancy was fur- 
nished by the ever-present dread of incursions 
on unprotected homesteads by wild bush- 
rangers, bent, upon making a raid on provis- 
jons. , 

Mme. Huybers took the education of her 
daughters into her own handsyand proved an 
efficient teacher. They had some accomplish. 
ment professors, Sut the imaginative child- 
hood of ** Tasma”’ drew its nurture chiefly 
from the beauty of nature and from her om- 
nivorous reading. , 

At 16 Charlotte Huybers made her first ap- 
pearance in print with. some highly tragic 
verses entitled, “Lines Addressed by a 
Mother to Her Idiot Son,” published in the 
Australian Journal, Her first short tale, 
‘‘Barren Love,’’ appeared in 1878. This 
quaint and delicate sketch 
lished in the volume of short stories entitled, 
‘*A Sydney Heroine.”” Before winning fame 
gs a novelist, “Tasma” was to obtain 
it as a public speaker. Some articles 
on Australia, in which she advocated 
emigration ee -_ a Euro- 
pean countries ruit-growi asmania 
attracted the attention of the Cente phical 
Society of Paris, who, when she paid a sec- 
ond visit to Europe, invited her to lecture on 
the subject. lecture proved an immense 
success. Invitations to repeat it and to give 
others poured in upon her from the prin 
town of France, Belgium, and Holland. The 
halls were crowded wherever she was an- 
nounced to speak. The French Government 
conferred upon her the silver palms and the 
title of “Officier de l’Académie;” the Geo- 

Bordeaux presented her 
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twenty years on the Liberal side of the Bel
